Kef erring to the so-called "hobo pictures" Stone accuses the Post of inaccuracy fot 
reporting they were not arrested and were parkaabciiix found in a parked railroad boxcar 
south of the Texas School bool: Depository building and behind tho Central Annex Post Office 
about 90 minutes after tho shooting* 

Stone writes that these mere were "arrested", that it as about "29-50 Minutes" after 
the shooting and tliat "They were taken from a train hehing the book Depository. " lie 
cites no source and he is 100 percent incorrect, the Post entirely correct. 

Following disinfomational misuse of those pictures relating them to the assassina- 
tion of Martin Luther King, Jr., 1 loaned copies to the FBI. Tliis led to its investigation 
of them in Dallas reported May 21, I960, of which I attach a copy. 

The co-publisher of the paper whose photographer took the pictures, tho tliree police- 
men involved and the Sheriff and one of hi3 deputies were interviewed . Tile result is an 
even greater contradiction of Stone. It confirms two independent investigations made for 
me a3 part of the damage-control time I spent in New Orleans during Garrison's "probe". 

One of these investigations was made by my friend Henry Wade, then the District Attor- 
ney. *ie 3ent one of his staff to investigate and he reported the results to me. Tho other

was made by Paid. M. Ko thermal II, the^'Oil Magnate H.L. Hunt's Allied of security. Wade and 
Kothermel are former FBI agents. 

Garrison had planned to commemorate the fifth anniversary of the JFK assassination 
by use of these , ( jZampf ^icture^ by charging a man who had killed himself 15 months before 
JFK wa3 killed and’ another also innocent with being Grassy Knoll assassins. 

The investigations reported to me were reported with complete accuracy by the gost. 

The men were winos, drunks, not tramps. They were found in a box car behind the Central 
.-mnex Post Office, it wa .5 90 minutes after the shooting and they were walked past the 
book warehouse only because that was the only way to walk then to the sheriff's office, 
where a "serening" had been established. 

Thi3 FBI report also states that "bill, Bas3, Identification Division, Dallas PD, 
identified tho officer leading these men as himself, and stated that on 11/22/65, the date 
the photo was taken, lie, Marvin Vaughn and Marvin Wise had found tliree men in a boxcar 
about a mile from the Texas School box Depository down the tsaakax railroad tracks. They 
were brought to the Dallas County SO (Sheriff'^ Office..." 

I did not give the Post tills FBI report because in their recollections the policeman 
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made the distance from the fcBHXxxar scone of the crime greater than I knew it was. 
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Post readers have a choice bwfc&ween believing ^tono, who cites no source, and the 
three policemen who walked those drunks past the anxious photographers who snipped at 
every motion, natural under those conditions, Stone having without any authority at all 
ha v ing disputed the results of the investigation made for me in an effort to avpid another 
disaster upon wliich Garrison was already launched.
